Hia strength wasted grad- 
ually for the past year until ho had not 
enough tclt to draw in hia breath, and BO ho 
ceased to breathe. Tho day on which he 
died hofjotup as usual aud dressed him- 
self, took bis old flag-bottomed chair, with- 
out arms.in which he had sat for more than 
halt a contury, and was reading "Tully's 
Offices" in Iho Latin without giasscs,lhough 
tho print was as lino as that of tho emallett 
pocket Bible. Dr. W. stopped on his way 
to tho hospital, as he usually did, and on 
perceiving that the old gentleman could

at him, look his hand

that his pulse was gone. 
After drinking a 


lilllo wine and water, Dr. W. told him that 
bis pnlso heat stronger.
